In response to recent inten- 
tions on the part of the Drapeau 
administration to amend the 
City Charter, la Ligue des droits 
de l'homme (LDH), the MCM 
and the NDG Community 
Council (NDGCC) have 
launched a campaign for "the 
free circulation of ideas in 
Montreal." 

The groups' are especially 
concerned with the amend- 
ments which would give the 
city strict control over the 
production, printing, distribu- 
tion, affixing and sale of 
placards, posters and photo- 
graphs. The amendments also 
call for the confiscation of 
posters and photographic 
materials in cases of infraction 
at printing shops even outside 
of Montreal. 

According to the LDH, the 
MCM and the NDGCC, united 
under the banner of the Action 
Committee for the Free Cir- 
culation of Ideas In Montreal, 
the amendments clearly violate 
the most fundamental princi- 
ples included In all Canadian 
H uman Rights charters.

federal Civil Rights Charter 
guarantees freedom to the 
press and freedom of speech 
while the freedom of expres- 
sion and Information are 
guaranteed by the provincial 
Human Rights and Liberties 
Charter. 

"It is on the basis of this new 
menace to fundamental liber- 
ties" that Action Committee 
organizers Jean Roy of the 
MCM and-Norman Caron have 
initiated the campaign which is 
intended to unite various 
democratic groups in Montreal. 

"Since the next municipal 
elections are but a year away, 
the freedom of expression and 
information are of prime 
significance," according to an 
Action Committee press, re- 
lease. 

The committee has put 
together and delivered a dos- 
sier to two groups directly 
involved in the affair— the MUC 
Police Brotherhood and the 
Association of Master Printers 
of Montreal. The dossier in- 
cludes an MCM press com- 
munique, press clippings and a 
list of suggestions and possi- 
ble courses of action. 

The charter amendments will 
be examined by a Municipal 
Affairs Ministry parliamentary 
commission on November 8 
and must be adopted by the 
National Assembly before they 
become law. By calling on as 
many concerned groups and 
individuals as possible "to 
oppose the Drapeau adminis- 
tration's repressive intentions", 
the Action Committee hopes to 
dissuade the provincial govern- 
ment from endorsing the 
amendments. 
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Such delights may no longer adorn our fair city If the Drapeau administration's Intention to tighten 
its control over the distribution and affixing of posters is approved by the National Assembly.

BC adopts repressive labour law 



VANCOUVER [CUP] - The 

B.C. government made its 
boldest move against trade 
unions Oct. 19 when it intro- 
duced legislation that would 
curtail the right to strike of 
virtually all public sectorem- 
ployees. 

The legislation was intro- 
duced at a surprise sitting of 
the legislature, prompted by a 
week-long illegal ferry workers 
strike that ended Oct. 14. 

Currently, strikes are illegal 
in B.C. if they are deemed to 
threaten life, health or proper- 
ty, but the new legislation 
would outlaw strikes if they 
threaten the province's "welfare 
or economy." 

The Essential Services Act 
(Bill 92) tabled in the legislature 
after members were recalled on 
48 hours notice, empowers the 



provincial cabinet to define 
essential services and apply 
"controlled strikes", cooling- 
off periods or special mediation 
in the event of disputes. 

Labour Minister Allan Wil- 
liams said Bill 92 "strives to 
protect the public interest by 
giving the government new 
powers in situations where 
essential services are threat- 
ened." 

The legislation also calls for 
establishing and Essential Ser- 
vices Commission, which 
would advise the government 
on the extent of threats to the 
public or the economy arising 
from labour disputes. 

Williams said the legislation 
is necessary to empower the 
government to order a "partial 
or complete suspension of the 
right to strike," but the B.C. 



Federation of Labour said the 
legislation is completely 
unnecessary and promised to 
support any affiliate that "runs 
afoul" of the legislation. 

Art Kube, regional director 
for the education of the Cana- 
dian Labour Congress, said the 
legislation threatens to destroy 
the free collective bargaining 
system in the province. 

The current B.-C. government 
first moved into the area of 
limiting collective bargaining 
when it introduced the Colleges 
and Provincial Institutes Act 
last month. The act removes 
college' faculty unions from 
provisions of the B.C. labour 
codé when it conflicts with 
the Colleges Act. 

The government then intro- 
duced amendments to the 
\ Universities Act, which virtually 



decertifies university faculty 
unions by requiring them to 
hold certification votes which, 
if faculties decide to "go the 
lunchbucket route" and union- 
ize, would remove them from 
acting in a "managerial capaci- 
ty" at universities. 

The International Labour Or- 
ganization, a United Nations 
agency, is currently investigat- 
ing the government's decision 
to remove collective bargaining 
rights from university faculty. 

The first piece of legislation 
introduced by the current B.C. 
government that rankled the 
labour movement was an act 
amending the B.C. labour 
code, which increased the 
margin of support necessary to 
apply for certification votes, 
removed access of unions to 
continued on page 7 



traffic, and to discuss turning 
Park two-way to lessen the 
traffic in the residential area. 
Roston was disappointed with 
the meeting because "Barrière 
see his mandate as maximizing 
the traffic flow", not reducing 
It. 

In a letter dated October 14, 
Drapeau told Roston he would 
meet with Barrière and discuss 
the problem. The Farm Com- 
mittee has not yet heard when 
that meeting will take place, 
but they hope to hurry it along 
with their action. Rob Allnutt, 
Secretary-Treasurer of the Farm 
Committee, assumes "It will be 
a negative answer, but at least 
we'll have something to organ- 
ize around." 

MCM Councillor John Gar- 
diner has given notice of a 
motion to close the Park- 
Hutchison ramp and to deal 
with crowded traffic patterns 
on Jeanne Mance, and the 
motion should be discussed 
early in November. The Joanne 
Mance Street Committee plans 
to hold a press conference and 
appear at Council when the 
motion is presented. The Farm 
Committee last night decided 
to give its official support to 
the Jeanne Mance Committee's 
project, and to "send some 
bodies." 

The Farm Committee has 
re-organlzed Itself into various 
sub-committees because, ac- 
cording to Roston, "people

One-quarter of McG ill's students

McGill will register 25 to 30% 
of all francophone university 
students in the province by 
1986, Vice-Principal (Planning) 
E.J. Stansbury predicted in an 
interview with the Daily — a 
major increase compared to the 
4% of Quebec's francophone 
university students that McGill 
presently accommodates. 

Francophone enrollment is 
on the rise as anglophone 
enrollment drops, he said, 



explaining that McGill enroll- 
ment is even lower than the 
projected decline. The post-war 
baby boom is In part respon- 
sible for the decreasing number 
of university students in Cana- 
da and Stansbury hinted that 
Quebec's political situation 
might have influenced the 
accentuated decrease In Cana- 
dian anglophone enrollment at 
McGill. Stansbury noted that 
McGill has perhaps picked up 
francophones from UQAM dis- 
enchanted with the recent

lengthy strikes that upset the 
university for almost one year. 

According to Statistics Can- 
ada, the number of college-age 
(18-24) persons in Quebec will 
drop from a high of approxl- 
mately900,000ln1980toalowof 
about 550,000 in the mid 1990s. 
The trend seems to have been 
prematurely Initiated this year. 
Spelled out in last week's 
nationally-distributed Weekend 
Magazine is McGill's plea for 
Canadian students from out- 
side Quebec. "Overall enroll- 
ment is going down no matter 
how you look at it," Stansbury 
explained. "We're going to have 
to attract out-of-province en- 
rollment by doing a better job 
of informing non-Quebecers 
about what a good place McGill 
Is.',' 

Ever-decreasing foreign stu- 
dent enrollment has remained 
relatively stable at McGIII des- 
pite projections that there 
would ba an influx of visa 
students from Alberta and 
Ontario where differential fees 
were recently implemented. A 
20.9% drop in visa student 
applications in Ontario In Sep- 
tember was reported by the 
Council of Ontario Universities 
and attributed to differential 
fees by the Ontario Federation 
of Students. The number' of 
non-CanadU-.' applicants has 
been declining for years, claims 
Stansbury. The current wave of 
concern, especially within the 
Ontario Federation of Studr 
ents, is due to over reaction.

Dollar devaluation to cost Montreal over $130 million 

According to MCM councillor Michael Falnstat, the devaluation 
of the Canadian dollar on the world money market will cost 
Montreal taxpayers over $130 million because most of the city's 
debts are payable in foreign currencies which, vis-a-vis the 
Canadian dollar, are worth more now than they were six months 
ago. 

"This major problem Is based on a very serious error on the part 
of the Drapeau administration," says Falnstat. "We've been 
warning them that it is extremely dangerous for a municipality to 
borrow money on foreign markets because of the fluctuations In 
the market." Montreal is the only Canadian city which borrows 
from foreign sources. 

The city has a long-term debt of $1.15 billion. "A good part of 
that debt," continues Falnstat, "is the indebtedness of Montreal 
In US dollars, pounds Sterling, Swiss francs and German marks. 
We don't pay them In Canadian dollars but In these foreign 
currencies. And these foreign currencies are being revalued while 
the Canadian dollar Is being devalued." 

Falnstat comments that "this is the harvest of financial 
mismanagement of the worst kind." s 

Montrealers want $100 million mast on Stadium 

Results of a poll undertaken by the Marsan Committee on the 
future of Olympic Installations show that almost 70% of 
Montrealers want the Olympic Stadium equipped with a mast 
according to the original design despite the additional cost 
estimated at $100 million. 

Committee , chairman Jean-Claude Marsan, however, has 
suggested that the stadium be left uncovered until a cheaper way 
is found. Marsan maintains that the stadium has already cost $886 
million and that the untried idea of a retractable membrane could 
be an added fiscal risk. 

MCM releases dossier on municipal democratization . « 

Earlier this week, MCM councillors released a set of measures 
which they Intend to submit on November 8 to the parliamentary 
commission studying municipal affairs. The proposals are 
considered to be a first stage in the democratization process of 
municipal politics. 




"We must begin to set out the means whereby citizens will 
really control the development of their city," says MCM President 
Kenneth George. 

The proposals stress the Importance of individual dis- 
tricts— "where democratic life begins." The MCM feels that the 
district should become an autonomous electoral entity since it is 
the centre of social and political life. The city charter should 
recognize district councils, argues the MCM, to which city council 
should be responsible. 

The MCM would also like to see the abolition of universal 
suffrage In mayoral elections in favour of the automatic election to 
the presidency of the executive committee of the head of the party 
which attains a majority in council. 

Before these measures can be submitted to the parliamentary 
commission, they must be adopted by the. Drapeau adminis- 
tration. According to MCM councillor Gaétan Lebeau, It is highly 
unlikely that this will occur. 

No decision on convention centre 

Despite earlier Indications that a decision would be taken by 
this week, the provincial government has not yet chosen a site for 
the construction of the $60 million convention centre planned for 
Montreal. The project was announced last May by Tourism 
Minister Yves Duhaime. 

But a location over the Ville Marie expressway, because of low 
site costs and Its close proximity to the federal government's 
recently announced Guy Favreau complex, Is favoured. 
New municipal party to be created next week 

A new party called Le Parti Progressiste de Montreal (PPM) will 
be launched next week to contest next November's municipal 
election. The PPM will be headed by Independent councillor 
Raymond Poulln, who was elected in St. Jacques under the MCM 
banner in 1974 but who has since split with the party. Poulln says 
that the city needs a credible alternative to the Drapeau 
administration and the MCM. 

Making the rich pay 

According to Town of Mount Royal Mayor Reginald Dawson, 
the 1978 MUC tax bill for the average TMR homeowner could rise 
by $200. "On top of that, property owners should brace 
themselves for an increase in municipal taxes for local services," 
he warns. 

"These are very alarming increases," continues Dawson, "but 
the Conference of Suburban Mayors is determined nofto approve 
the MUC budget next year and will fight to reduce costs wherever 
possible." The MUC budget for 1978 calls for an expenditure of 
$354 million— up $70 million from this year. 
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McGill and Quebec 

Reaction to the consequences of Law 101 in Quebec has not 
demonstrated concern for the future of the province's three 
anglophone universities— Bishop's, Concordia and McGill. So far, 
relations between these institutions and the PQ government have 
been 'business. as usual' and since institutions of higher 
education are not covered by the new language law, public 
attention and media coverage have neglected the long term effects 
of the Law on post secondary education and have concentrated on 
the more sensational reactions of Kids and mothers. Both 
Montreal anglophone dailies do a fine job of portraying 
"non-persons" and eight-year-olds on their front page saying "It's 
spooky" or "Keep Canada together" or the like. 

Although less direct than the effects of Bill 22 on English 
universities, the potential impact of Law 101 is more serious. The 
old Liberal law required universities to conduct all business with 
the provincial government and to conduct labour relations In 
French— a situation which caused more bureaucratic hassles than 
serious damage. 

The most obvious impact of Law 101 is on enrollment. Student 
enrollment In Quebec's anglophone universities was expected to 
decrease simply because there are fewer people between the ages 
of 18 and 24 than there were a few years ago and the number will 
steadily decline. Law 101 has the potential to exacerbate that 
trend because it will reduce the number of students graduating 
from anglophone secondary schools and CEGEPs. A McGill 
document predicts that the new law will reduce the 
English-language school system to 43% of Its present size by 
1986 and since the majority of McGill students are drawn from the 
public school system in Quebec, enrollment will obviously 
Recline. 

The exodus of anglophones from Quebec (nobody is quite sure 
how large it really is) will affect even further the drop- in McG Ill's 
clientele and the reported emigration of corporations from Quebec 
will have Its effects as well on the declining anglophone 
population In the province. 

On the other hand, francophone enrollment Is on the 
rise— possibly a short term reaction to the recent strikes at Laval 
and Université du Québec à Montréal. However, if this trend 
remains stable, English Québec universities would have to alter 
their programs substantially to accommodate a large francophone 
student population. Another problem which complicates matters 
is that .the French universities do not take kindly to McGill 
attracting their clientele as provincial grants to universities are 
directly proportional to the number of students that attend the 
university. But there is one thing that academic institution, 
French or English, have In common— the desire to remain 
autonomous from a government that Is more and more speaking 
of a Réseau universitaire. 

It appears that Prestigious McGill is assured a place among 
Québec universities and with what administrators refer to as 
McGill's "flexibility", the university will adapt to the climate. As 
long as there Is English money In the province, there is likely to be 
a McGill. • 

Rumours and speculation are rampant. Some predict that the 
PQ will not fund three anglophone universities. The first one to go 
'according to the most rampant rumour is Bishop's. McGill, for its 
prestige and reputation, and Concordia, for its continuing 
education programme, will merge. But that's only one possibility. 
In any case, something has to go.

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Humour is no excuse 
To the Daily: 

Soly Haboucha would have 
the Daily and Women's Union 
dismiss their disgust with the 
Plumber's Pot In order to prove 
their sense of humour.

All actions can be evasively 
rationalized in the name of 
humour. I do not doubt that a 
number of readers find amuse- 
ment In its pages. The reaction 
against the Pot does not involve 
the question of readers' enter- 
tainment but does involve a 
concern at McGill for the 
climate of influence of which 
any publication is a part. The 
assumption that Pot readers are 
entertained does not legitimize 
such entertainment. 

You question the construc- 
tiveness with which the Daily 
and Women's Union use their 
time. The implication is that 
their outrage is uncalled for and 
merely a frivolous use of time. Is 
the concern expressed toward 
the Pot's obsession with crude 
humour so different for you to 



understand? The outrage is not 
simply a feminist gripe, but is a 
reaction against a publication 
which degrades human Inti- 
macy In its mechanical por- 
trayal of sexuality. 

Newspapers are vehicles of 
communication: they provide a 
forum for the exchange of ideas, 
concerns and Information. The 
Pot undermines these purposes 
for the sake of gutter humour. 

The outrage expressed by the 
Dally, the Women's Union and 
myself can not be dismissed as 
a minor and unjustified com- 
plaint. 

It is justifiable to be con- 
cerned with the type of attitudes 
which the Pot serves to rein- 
force. It is justifiable to show 
concern toward our environ- 
ment at McGill. It is justifiable 
to spend our time constructively 
showing -the Pot and McGill 
students the very real and 
important effects of such 
journalism. The argument Is not 
about the purported entertain- 
ment value of the Pot but is, 
rather, about the implications of 
this sort of entertainment.

After reading your editorial on the Students' Council meeting I'm 
afraid that I feel Impelled to respond to your criticism. I would first, 
however like to address the minor errors that were in the first page 
article on the Council meeting. There was only one Item on the 
agenda that was tabled and that concerned a progress report on the 
new Student Security force. Since this was merely Intended to 
disseminate information to the Councillors about progress in 
establishing the Security force there was no real loss In tabling it. 
In fact, If one takes a perusal at the Council agenda one will find 
only three Items which required formal approval for official actions 
undertaken In the name of Students' Council. ■ 

Your criticism of our tactic of using Gary Kanofsky as a warm 
body in order to meet the demands of quorum is- to some extent 
justified. It would be more unfortunate, however, were we not to 
use this ploy in order to act on several questions which would not 
admit to a month delay. The fact that Gary Kanofsky abstained on 
any votes speaks well for his Integrity since he had not been in 
attendance when the Items were discussed and straw votes taken. 
But to repeat the main intent of this meeting was to disseminate 
information to the Councillors about the progress of various 
Society ventures and to sound out their feelings on various Items. 

I would like to point out one area In this matter where you have 
touched upon an area of mutual concern. In the past the Dally used 
to put a small. box on the front page giving notice of Council 
meetings. If you were to continue this practice I'm sure that 
Student Councillors (all of whom are avid readers of the Dally) 
would be reminded of these meetings. In addition, since it Is 
impossible to notify all McGill students by mail of these events 
perhaps such a small notice would serve to give adequate warning 
of such meetings. 

As far as the main thrust of your editorial, I'm afraid I must take 
Issue with both your reasoning and your facts. The Students' 
Society is not "Shaky" nor is It "Fading Away" as your article 
portrayed it. The mere fact that you can write this in a dally 
newspaper put out by McGill students Is proof positive that, for 
richer or poorer, for better or worse, we are still attempting to 
respond to and represent the Interests of McGill students. As far as 
your claims of too much power in the hands of too few hands I 
would like to offer the humble suggestion that you take a look In 
the mirror. All Student Councillors are impeachable, are 
necessarily responsible to their constituencies, and have very little 
In the way of discretionary finances. 

The Dally, on the other hand, has been allocated a 560,000 
subsidy out of the monies gathered from students and Society 
operations which cannot be touched by anyone but the Editorial 
Board of the Dally. The Council, by comparison, has less than 
56,000 at its disposal after meeting the demands of the building 
and Its clubs. Furthermore, the Editorial Board of the Daily cannot 
be Impeached, continually offers disclaimers about the need for 
being responsive to the students they serve, and are 
constitutionally safeguarded from any attempts to deny them their 
God-given right to a $60,000 subsidy. 

As for the claim that all we (Students' Council) do is offer 
entertainment to students (not that horrible a thing in Itself) please 
take note that we have so far left approximately $3,000 out of an 
overall budget of $430,000 for the purpose of entertainment. Of 
course, If you include the Daily in this category the figure rises to 
$63,000. Council has, however, become Involved In the expansion 
of services to the student body. The Pub, the Tabagie, and the 
Cafeteria are all progressing very well and are producing the much 
needed revenues to augment those derived from student fees. 

Instead of dwelling on 'entertainment, Council does indeed 
discuss matters pertinent to McGill students. For example, at this 
last meeting of Council three of the main areas of discussion were 
McGill's relation to ANEQ," the possible incorporation of the 
Students' Society, and whether or not McGill has a future In 
Quebec. This Is pertinent especially In regard to recent actions in 
the field of education on the part of the provincial government. 
Where does the Daily stand/fall on the future of McGill In Quebec? 

The main purpose of this letter extends beyond boring its readers 
to point out that silly Invective and petty politicking on the part of 
the Daily or the Students' Council is not going to solve the 
problems of the Daily, the Students' Society, or the University. I 
would simply like to ask the Dally to join In the effort to establish a 
viable, responsive Students' Society and especially to Join In the 
effort to find a place In a francophone province for an anglophone 
University. 

I would like to close by asking, urging, Imploring all students to 
attend the General Meeting of the Students' Society to be held in 
the Union Ballroom this Thursday, Nov. 3 at 1 pm.

The McGill Redmen basket- 
ball team got off to a slow start 
on its new season, losing a 
controlled scrimmage to the 
Montreal Grads by a 90-69 
count last night at the Currie 
Gym. The McGill team was 
victimized by a shortage of 
size, a lack which led to a 
number of Grads' baskets fol- 
lowing offensive rebounds. 

Simply described, a con- 
trolled scrimmage is a basket- 
ball game in which a number of 
factors are altered in order to 
insure that the purpose of 
practice is served. The two 
teams played three 25 minute 
running time periods. In spite 
of .the bonus situation, only 
two-shot. fouls were taken, and 
no players fouled out of the 
game. The 30 second rule was 
not enforced. 

The first period of play was a 
total disaster for the McGill 
team as the Grads pulled out to 
a 39-15 lead. However, the 
scrappy Redmen, through a 
combination of hustling de- 
fence and fast break offence, 
were able to outscore their 
opposition by three points 
during the final two periods. 
Coach Butch Staples substi- 
tuted liberally, often relieving 
his entire team with another 
five-man unit. 

Several of the McGill players 
showed considerable promise 
for the upcoming season. Dave 
Drazin, a 6'6" forward from 
the University of Vermont, was 
particularly effective, canning 
21 points on a variety of 
medium range jump shots and 
offensive rebounds. Kevin 



O'Neill and Jeff Sahlmerdan, 
two returnees from last year's 
Q.U.A.A. championship squad, 
showed flashes of their estab- 
lished form. Add these three 
players to guards Gordon Bra- 
bant and Robert Vallerand and 
the Redmen have the makings 
of a fair, if not overpowering, 
team. Brabant and Vallerand 
missed last night's scrimmage 
due to a back injury and a 
pulled groin muscle respec- 
tively. 

For the Grads, three players 
did the majority of the offensive 
damage. Bill Dehorne (29), 
Richard Kochan (20) and Greg 
Gill (19) combined to score 68 
of their team's 90 points. One 
Grad who is familiar to Redmen 
fans is guard Rollie Brlsset, 
who seemed to enjoy im- 
mensely playing against a 
number of his old teammates. 

In summarizing the scrim- 
mage, Staples appeared to be 
pleased with the experience 
that his team had gained In 
only one evening of play. "Our 
primary objective," said the 
coach, "was to evaluate the 
performance, of our individual 
players and allow them to 
evaluate their own play as well. 
Our secondary objective was to 
see If people were able to 
follow the offensive and defen- 
sive principles of our team." 

Staples Is now faced with the 
unpleasant task of cutting his 
squad down to its regular 
season size of 12 players. 
Including Brabant and Valler- 
and, there are 16 candidates 
remaining for the 12 slots.

The playoff aspirations of the 
McGill Redmen football team 
received a severe jolt this past 
weekend in spite of the fact that 
McGill had Saturday afternoon 
off. When the Carleton Ravens 
defeated the Ottawa Gee-Gees 
for the second time this season, 
they not only knocked Ottawa 
out of the playoff picture, they 
also practically eliminated the 
Redmen from postseason play. 

With one week remaining in 
the season, only the Bishop's 
UniversityGaitersare assured of 
a berth in the OQIFC playoffs. 
The Gaiters are sitting alone at 
ihe top of the conference 
standings with a 5-1 record. 
Regardless of the outcome of 
Ihis Saturday's contest with 
Ottawa, Bishop's will see post- 
season action. 

Queen's and McGill are tied 
for second place in the 
conference on the basis of their 
identical 3-2 records. The teams 
have split their two regular 
season meetings. However, in 
head to head play, the Golden 
Gaels, have outscored the 
Redmen by a 25-14 margin, and 
therefore would be awarded 
second place in theevent of a tie 
between the two teams at the 
conclusion of regular season 
play.. 

Two things must happen if the 
Redmen are to make the 
playoffs. First, McGill must 
defeat Carleton on the Ravens' 
home turf. If McGill loses, it has 
no hope of postseason play. 
Second, the Concordia Stingers 
must defeat Queen's, an 
altogether unlikely occurrence 
inviewof theStingers'2-4 record 
and pitiful defensive perfor- 
mance lodate. In six games, the 
Concordia defence has allowed 
244 points, the most of any team 
in Ihe conference, including 



last-place U.Q.T.R. 

Should this sequence of 
events somehow take place, 
Bishop's would host McGill in 
Ihe Eastern Conference cham- 
pionship, to be played Novem- 
ber 5th. If Queen's wins and 
Bishop's defeats Ottawa, the 
playoff game would still be held 
in Lennoxville. Should the 
Gaiters lose while the Gaels win, 
Queen's would then be the host

• In any event, if the Redmen 
can defeat Carelton on Saturday, 
their final record of 5-2 would 
represent a complete reversal 
from last season's dismal 2-5 
log.

the names and addresses of 
unorganized workers, and in- 
creased the ability of employ- 
ers to communicate with em- 
ployees during union organiz- 
ing drives. 

The department of educa- 
tion, which Is taking the 
leading role in the govern- 
ment's recent trends in labour 
legislation, has suggested to 
the B.C. School Trustees As- 
sociation that teachers not be 
offered any increase in this 
year's salary negotiations. 

The BCSTA, however, re- 
jected the suggestion by Edu- 
cation Minister Pat McGeer, in 
order to avoid "costly and 
meaningless" labour disputes, 
and said it would negotiate 
settlements for whatever In- 
creases are allowed by the Anti- 
Inflation Board. 

Trends in labour legislation 
in B.C. have been criticized by 
labour leaders and the three 
opposition parties as encoura- 
ging a "showdown" with the 
provincial workforce, and many 
labour organizations are prepa- 
ring for a confrontation.
